Mexican C. of Commerce 

Dr. JOHN de HERAS was re-elected Pre¬ 
sident of the Mexican Chamber of Commerce 
at their regular meeting on Dec. 2, 1959. 

Also elected to office were Vice Pres¬ 
ident Bart Cortez, Treasurer Tony Valerio, 
and Secretary Mrs. Lena Manriquez. 

Elected to the Executive Board as mem¬ 
ber s-at-large were Michael Bravo, Pompeyo 
Garcia, and Felix Leon. 

Outlining his program for the coming 
year, the President discussed plans for acq¬ 
uainting the public with members of the Mex¬ 
ican Chamber of Commerce by having mem¬ 
bership certificates with the year "I960 11 in 
their business establishments. 

"The Mexican Chamber of Commerce is 
an organization that stands for the better¬ 
ment of the Latin-A merican community and 
is interested in giving a greater and better 
service to the consumer," Dr. de Heras said. 

Gala plans for the annual Officers Install¬ 
ation Dinner were discussed. It will take pl¬ 
ace around the end of January at Leon's Gar¬ 
dens. 

Among the highlights of the reports giv¬ 
en were the many activities that the Mexican 
Chamber of Commerce has participated in 
for all types of civic projects as well as the 
requests from many people who have called 
or written in requesting information about 
Mexican stores, restaurants, products, and 
services as well as information regarding 
Mexico. In all of these cases all calls were 
referred to participating members of the C. 
of C. 


It was brought out that all Latin-A merican 
merchants doing business in San Jose should 
participate in efforts to keep the National or 
Bracero worker in the county since plans are 
underway to prohibit the entry of any t racero 
into this country and in turn replace them 
with labor from agricultural areas in other 
states. If this plan should go through it is 
doubtful that domestics would do "stoop" 
labor and work as efficiently as the bracero 
and more important will be the blow to the 
economy of the San Jose Latin American co¬ 
mmunity due to the loss of the purchasing po¬ 
wer of the nationals. This is a very import¬ 
ant piece of legislation that may affect many 
restaurants, stores, etc. that depend on the 
purchases of these many laborers. 

"It is therefore pertinent that member¬ 
ship in the San Jose Mexican Chamber of Co¬ 
mmerce, an organization that protects the 
Latin American businessman, should be a 
part of every Latin American place of busi¬ 
ness. In this manner, more and greater re¬ 
presentation is possible, resulting in a great- 
er protection of the interests of the local bus¬ 
iness man thus giving more work and pros¬ 
perity to all members of the San Jose comm¬ 
unity," remarked Dr. de Heras. 

"The Mexican Chamber of Commerce is 
constantly aware of any situation, legislation, 
or efforts, that may affect the interests of all 
members of the chamber," the President 
concluded.
